WHEREAS, the Idaho Academy of Science cultivates the aptitudes and abilities of young

annual scientific and technical symposia at which Idaho’s science and engineering communities 
meet to report the results of scientific investigations conducted in Idaho and/or by Idaho 
scientists, students and educators;
